Hamilton, thin, ragged and pen- 


niless, blamed his career of rov 
ing banditry 
on 
the excessive 


number of crimes "they tried to 
pin on me." 


Their meek surrender here yes- 


terday belled their reputations as 
bold gunmen for whom officers 
in seven states 
have 
searched 


since spring, languished 
content- 


edly in jail today 
while police 


built up cases against them. 


City 
detectives, who 
captured 


the pair early Sunday after Ham- 
ilton had wiggled out of a fed- 
eral trap, said no charges had 
been filed this morning.

Escaped from -Jail. 


They escaped from the Monta- 


gue county 
jail 
at 
Montague, 


Texas, last April, Since then they 
have been sought in connection 
with numerous robberies in the 
Southwest and the Middle West. 


They were arrested here 
yes- 
terday, 
unarmed 
and 
almost 


penniless. Hamilton had a buck- 
shot wound in his left leg and 
was nabbed as he hobbled along 
a railroad 
right-of-way near the 
pair's hideout. 


A negro who gave his name 


as Willie Marshall was arrested 
a few hours earlier when 
offi- 


cers saw him loitering near Ham- 
ilton's west Dallas home. 


Walters told officers that the 


negro boarded a freight train on 
which they were riding at Mar- 
shall, Tex,, and that they made 
their headquarters here at the ne- 
gro's home. Walters 
was 
sur- 


rounded and arrested 
near 
the 


hideout. 


Fifty per cent of the robberies 


and 
hl-jackings 
attributed 
to 


them were committed by others, 
Walters declared.

SCRAP 40-HOUR WEEK

Two of Premier Edouard 
Daladier's cabinet ministers 
resigned 
suddenly 
today, 


bringing on a crisis over the 
Premier's plan to abolish 
the 40-hour week in French 
industry. 


Ludovic Frossard, minister of 


public works, and Paul Ramadier, 
minister of labor, gave up their 
posts in a surprise move. 


The Premier met the threat of 


his ministry's life by patching up 
his cabinet within 
two 
hours, 


naming Deputy Anatole De Mon- 
zle, his close friend, minister of 
public works and Deputy Char- 
les Pomaret, minister of labor. 


Both new ministers belong to 


the same party as those who re- 
signed, the small socialist union 
group, 
more 
conservative 
than 


but closely allied with tho larger 
socialist party, chiefly responsible 
for enactment of the 40-hour law 
in 1936. 


Although 
the 
Premier must 


face a determined assault from 
the extreme leftist parties when 
parliament reconvenes in Novem- 
ber his quick success in replac- 
ing Frossard and Ramadier seem- 
ed to remove any Immediate dan- 
ger of his fall. 


Some .Balance Retained. 
Presence in the cabinet of De 


Monzlo 
and 
Pomaret, 
whose 


names 
Dalndler 
submitted 
to 


President Albert Lebrun—a move 
equivalent to confirmation—assur- 
ed the Premier of the same deli- 
cate balance' of parties which has 
held his ministry firm since it 
was formed.

Ramadlcr's friends said he had 
reproached Daladler because the

been proposed, but has met little 
favor.

the legislature seems to have been 
that the federal government al- 
ready has taken over that field of 
taxation. 


O'Daniel said the citizens of 
Texas were reconciled to the fact 
that payment of old age pensions 
was a "just debt" and "must bo 
paid." 
The legislature would recognize 


this and find ways and means of 
meeting the obligation, he said. 


Opposes General Sales Tax. 


He reiterated that he was op- 


posed to a general retail sales tax, 
hut did not respond to questions 
concerning other forms of a sales 
tax, including a tax on luxuries. 


Even as O'Daniel spoke of the 


gales tax, members of the Texas 
Retail Grocers Asosclatlon were 
gathering In Fort Worth for con- 
sideration of the controversial sub- 
ject. 
W. B. Addison of Houston, pres- 


ident, sharply condemned the tax, 
declaring Its sponsors were "big 
interests" which were "foreign" 
to Texas. 
"Such a tax would cost the av- 


erage merchant $25 
to 
$30 a 


month extra for bookkeeping in 
addition to the annoyance it would 
cause the customers,'' he said. 


O'Daniel 
again expressed con- 


fidence that the candidates whom 
he has endorsed 
for lieutenant 


governor, 
attorney 
general, rail- 


road commisisoner, land commis- 
sioner, judge of the court of crim- 
inal appeals and associate justice 
of the supreme court would be 
elected. 
O'Daniel evinced little interest 
in a meeting at Dallas Saturday 
night to protest his endorsements.

Doubt- 
less there will be some re- 
version to the reckless farm- 
ing that destroyed soil and 
exposed the land to the full 
force of the 
drought. 


Not all the education and 


effective conservation work 
will be lost, however. Amer- 
ica 
has surely 
salvaged 


from the suffering of the 
dust bowl a better under- 
standing of the causes and 
the means, not to prevent 
drought, but to avoid its 
most serious ^consequences.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.- (/Pr- 


The Arlcultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration announced today dis- 
tribution of $127,000,000 In price 
adjustment payments on 1937 cot- 
ton would get under way In Sep- 
tember. 


The subsidies will be paid on 


approximately 
8,788,800 bales 
of 


cotton, or 60 per cent of an eligi- 
ble base production of 
14,648,OOU 
bales, to farmers complying with 
this year's acreage allotment pro- 
gram. . 


The AAA estimated 1,400,000 ap- 


plications would be handled and 
tho average rata of payment would 
be 2.89 cents a pound. 


Congress voted the price adjust- 


ment payments In 1937 and appro- 
priated $130.000.000 for the pur- 
pose. Administrative expenses are 
estimated at about $3,000,000. 


The legislation provided a maxi- 


mum rate of three cents a pound 
would apply to eligible cotton pro- 
duced In 1937 and not sold by thu 
producer prior to Sept. 10, 1937, 
the date on which thu spot mar- 
ket average first fell below nine 
cents during the 1937-38 market- 
Ing season. . 


This makes it possible for pro- 
ducers who arc holding their cot- 
ton and who put It under govern- 
ment loans to receive the sub- 
sidies without 
transferring 
title, 


AAA officials explained. 


The payment rate for those who 
sold 1937 cotton before September 
10, 1937, will be the amount by 
which tho spot market averagu 
was below 12 cents on the date 
of sale, not,, to exceed three cents 
a pound, however.

One of the best 
treatments is to spread a lather 
over it, really a soft soap made 
from the strong common yellow 
kitchen 
soap.

spot like a plaster and cover. If 
necessary, take a cathartic.

attorney for the authority, agreed 
to the earlier date, however. 
The committee had heard Clar- 


ence McDonough, LCRA manager, 
explain it was the authority's pol- 
icy to offer power produced at the 
dams to towns and municipalities 
because the projects were built with 
public money. 
, 


"Since public money Is invested 


In those projects, the public should 
benefit from power produced at 
low cost," 
Clarence McDonough, 


manager for the authority, Inform- 
ed the inquisitorial group. 


Really Reduced Flood 


McDonough 
previously 
denied 


operation of the flood gates at 
Buchanan dam contributed to the 
flood and produced graphs taken 
from the flood records tending to 
show gate control actually had re- 
duced the height of the overflow 
at Austin by one foot. 


Witnesses at a preliminary hear-
